In 2019, I embarked on a personal project, a two-level resi- 
dential endeavor, which presented a unigue challenge. 
The client approached us with a pre-existing plinth and a 
set of fresh aspirations. They envisioned an additional 
bedroom, a dining patio, a dedicated study space for 
their children, and an absence of the first floor.
